Stude nts to Be “ Stung” 
in Study of Be e Poison 
New York.— Fifty young men and 
women students at the Homeopathic 
Medical college have volunteered to 
he artificially “stung” by 
bees and 
spiders in an attempt 
to determine 
whether the venom can he made to 
serve -ome medicinal purpose. 
Members of the squad with note- 
book and pencil will record the mental 
and physical effects of the poisons as 
they are injected while experts make 
careful observations. 
While the layman probably never 
has notoed any beneficial result from 
an encounter with a bee or a spider, 
the scientists at the college believe 
the poisons of the Insects may be a 
remedy for forms of kidney disease. 
Small amounts of the poisons will 
be given the students at first.

the Smith riv er prison road camp, 
where California rehab ilitates her con­ 
v icts, said recently, as he gently b ut 
firmly persuaded a four-pronged deer 
to get out of his b ed so he could go 
to sleep. 
The doer, which was tamed 
b y the prisoners, is b ut one of many 
uov el and strange pets which hu \e 
made friends with them. 
The deer wandered Into the camp 
when it was young. 
Besides b ecom­ 
ing as tam e as a dog and as mischiev ­ 
ous as a pet pig, dev eloping a great 
taste for cigarettes, chewing tob acco, 
or what hav e you, it also dev eloped 
a liking for the conv icts’ cots and 
loses few opportunities to curl up in 
one of the b eds and catch a few winks 
of sleep. 
The v isitor was in the camp on aa 
inspection trip, and to catch some of 
the king salmon that yearly fight their 
way up the Smith riv er to spawn. The 
deer, who is no respecter of persons, 
had decided that the v isitor's b ed was 
as good us anyb ody’s. 


Pets 
Are 
Pl enti ful . 
Pets at the camp run the gamut 
from 
cats 
and 
dogs 
to 
deer 
and 
spiders. 
In the cook shack a large numb er 
of spiders hav e b een tamed— more or 
less. 
One group, b elonging to the 
b aker, Inhab its a small sack, which 
hangs from the wall. More than two 
years ago the first spider attracted 
the b aker’s attention, who caught flits 
for him. The b aker would swat the 
fiy, impale it on a straw and hold it 
up to Archib ald 
(Archib ald is the 
spider’s name), who would do the rest. 
Seeing that the climate agreed with 
him and that it was a land of plenty 
he set up housekeeping and now the 
sack is heav ily populated. Archib ald, 
howev er, 
rules 
supreme 
and 
has 
grown fat and lazy. 
He refuses to 
catch flies for himself, b ut graciously 
accepts flies from the prisoners, who 
let his offspring shift for themselv es. 
Archib ald is v ery tame and often takes 
a ride on 
the 
b aker’s hand, or the 
hand of any one who will offer. 


Pri son Camp a Success. 
California’s prison road camp plp.n 
is considered unique. 
It offers the fol 
lowing 
startling 
innov ations, 
which 
hav e b een tried successfully for more 
than three years. 
The prisoners are paid $2.10 a day 
for b uilding roads, from which they 
must pay 
for 
the ov erhead of the 
camp and for their food and clothing. 
Of this amount they may sav e a max­ 
imum of 75 cents a day, which is al­ 
lotted to dependents or is kept for 
them until they are paroled. 
From 50 to 200 men are guarded b y 
two guards, who do not carry guns. 
There 
are 
no 
fences 
or 
b arriers 
around the camp. 
The men sleep in 
walled tents and are not chained or 
locked up 
at night. 
They 
are al­ 
lowed to go fishing in the riv er or 
tramping In the woods on Sundays 
and holidays. 
They are not paroled 
until they 
hav e secured positions and they are 
required to follow strict regulations 
laid down b y the state. 
Men are selected for the camps from 
those who hav e the b est records in 
prison and who hav e no more than 
two years to serv e. 
During the more than three years 
the Smith 
riv er camp has b een in 
operation there hav e b een only three 
attem pts to escape, none of which 
were successful, and no attem pts hav e 
b een made during the last two years. 
The av erage sentence giv en to camp 
escapes is 15 years.
